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crystalline melting peak during the first or second heating scan when measured 
using a differential scanning calorimete r, wherein the oriented web is 
biaxialiv oriented and wherein the web has thickness in the node junction 
region between the machine direction and transverse direction strands 
that is at least 10% less than that of a biaxialiv oriented we b made from 
an extruded sheet with no added beta nucleant and the same starting sheet
